Something like six hundred people 
are grateful to the graduating class of 
the Covina union high school for an 
evening of real relaxation end enter­ 
tainment becauso of the excellent por­ 
trayal of the comedy-drama, '^The Man 
at the Wheel," Wcdnosdny night in 
the school auditorium.

The story of the pluy has a touch 
of military in it, with several United 
States army offic-ers figuring, and while 
mostly light comedy, has a thread of 
the serious, which involves the propos­ 
ed sale of plans to an American fortifi­ 
cation, the prospective purchaser being 
a Russian count in the employ of the 
czar.

In this scene the best work was done 
by John Kellenborgor, who succeeded 
in getting a lot of mock dignity into 
the conduct of tho court-room, adding 
to it a voice of depth nnd solomnity 
that made the scene very realistic.

his bit at times. After finding tho young 
lieutenant guilty as charged, the judge 
asks tho pretty prosecuting witness if 
the bogus chauffeur stolo anything from 
her, and she starts to toll him that he 
took a kiss, but. stops before 
finishing 
tho sentence. The judge insists that 
tho prisoner return whatever it was to 
the young lady, and this situation is 
the cause of plenty of comedy. It was a 
place of good comedy chances, and MisH 
Speer, Nye and Kcllenbcrger made the 
most of it. 


The scone shifts to Chevy Chase, tho ( 
beautiful 
home of Colonel Annesley, j 
where Betty has installed the young 
lieutenant us her chauffeur. He is wild­ 
ly in love with her, and she is in a fair 
way of falling in love herself. 
The 
lieutenant's sister comes to call on hor 
friend Betty, bringing with her young 
Henderson, her bethrothed, and 
they 
complicate matters for the masquerad- 
cr. In these scenes another part well 
played was that of Betty's chum and 
confidante, Mrs. Conway, which was 
taken by Miss Elleane Griffiths.

principals,

Nye and Anita Speer, were exception­ 
ally good in every line of 'the play,, 


and they are to be especially commend 
ed for the manner in which they hand­ 
led the love scenos. High school his­ 
trionics are quite often good as long 
as the comedy is in progress, but gener­ 
ally, tho young people fnll down in 
love soones because of self-conscious- 
ness. This was not true this time, nnd 
the audience wns quiek to respond with 
its appreciation.

that 
were left burning or by burning mat­ 
ches or tobacco carelessly tossed 
into 
the grass. 


The California Forest Protective As­ 
sociation 
urges 
campers 
and 
tourists 


to be careful not only on account of 
tho property damage that, may result 
from grass, brush and forest fires, but 
also in observance of the law. 


Section 384 of the Penal Code of Cali­ 
fornia makes it a misdemeanor punish­ 
able by a fine of not less than $.W or 
more than #500, or imprisonment in the 
county jail not less than lfj days nor 
morn than six months, or by both such 
flno and Imprisonment, for leaving u 
camping place without extinguishing a 
cump 
fire; 
or for allowing a fire to 
spread to to the lands of any person 
other than the builder of the fire; or 
for 
clearing 
land 
by 
burning 
brush, 
stumps, etc., or using explosives with- 
cut either obtuining a permit or tak­ 
ing proper precautions to prevent (ho 
spread of fire. 


This law is sufficient and a careful 
observance of it will 
save 
much in 
property and expense ami will ulso [ire- 
serve the scenic beauties of California 
to those who 
enjoy 
themselves 
out­ 
doors.

— t h e opportunity of m a k i n g a life—of 
building a character. 


As y o u face t h e future, t h e b i g ques- 
. tion is not w h a t are. you going to do, 
b u t w h a t t h e you going to b e ! ? I t is 
n o t so i m p o r t a n t where you shall labor 
— w h e t h e r you t a k e up a profession, or 
build houses, or d i g ditches, or grow 
oranges. 


I t is n o t where you shall work, t h a t 
will determine w h e t h e r or not you shall 
h a v e achieved success, b u t rather how 
. y o u a r e going to do your work—in w h a t 
spirit a n d with w h a t motive. 


To m a k e our thought more concrete, 
let us f o r a little time study a Biblical 
example of a true artist of life. H i s 
n a m e is revealed in t h e verse which I 
have set down for a t e x t : " B u t Daniel 
purposed in his heart h e would n o t 
defile himself 
with a portion of t h e 
k i n g ' s m e a t . " 


Daniel is one of t h e rarest and grand­ 
est characters in all history. Among all 
t h e Old T e s t a m e n t 
saints, h e towers 
colossal. M a n y of t h e foremost of them 
were guilty of 
flagrant 
sins, which t h e 
Bible holds up to t h e light for open 
rebuke, b u t no such a stain is t o be 
found in D a n i e l ' s record. 


expose them t o severe and trying temp­ 
tations. 
Daniel trod t h e high 
places, 
where t h e going is a l w a y s perilous, and 
dwelt amid t h e soft a n d siren seduc­ 
tions of an oriental court. At t h e time 
he began his career, t h e Chaldean dy­ 
n a s t y 
held 
sway, a n d such 
majestic 
monarchs a s Nebuchadnezzar a n d Bel- 
hazzar awed t h e world with their pres­ 
ence a n d power. B u t Daniel, y e t n 
y o u t h a n d a foreigner, w a s t h e power 
behind the throne t h a t was greater t h a n 
t h e throne itself. H e lived close onto 
a hundred years, and d u r i n g seventy of 
these he overtopped all t h e men of h i s 
time. 


" L i v e s of great men all remind us, 
W e can m a k e s o u r lif'os s u b l i m e , " a n d 
it is well to study them with n view to 
finding 
out, if we m a y , w h a t is t h e 
source of their strength, t h e secret of 
their success, and ask, as in t h e ease of 
Daniel, how i t w a s he stood, where oth­ 
ers fell; how i t w a s ho distanced all 
competitors a n d forged t o t h e f r o n t . i n 
spite of t h e machinations of men n.;d 
devils, a n d held his place for so long, 
governing governors a n d s w a y i n g t h e 
scepter of power. 


One word which is t h e k e y to our 
text, gives u s t h e k e y to his success. 
T h a t 
word is " p u r p o s e . " 
I t is t h e 
masterful word in his whole 
record— 
the dynamic of a m i g h t y life. 
" D a n i e l 
purposed in his h e a r t . " Yes, his pur­ 
pose entered into t h e v e r y center o? 
his being a n d reached out into 
every 
part of h i s life. 


Most men who fail, fail not for want 
of brains, b u t f o r w a n t of a w o r t h y 
purpose. 
The men w h o have 
climbed 
the highest a n d worn t h e greenest lau­ 
rels, h a v e n o t been, a s a rule, m e n of 
the 
highest 
n a t u r a l 
genius, b u t men 
" w i t h i n 
whose 
breast, 
some 
m a s t e r 
passion swallowed all t h e r e s t . " 


D a n i e l ' s purpose w a s not only high, 
b u t it w a s supported a n d made ef­ 
fective b y a noble t y p e of courage. 
H i s purpose would never h a v e come ti> 
a n y t h i n g without his courage. H i s nat- 
urnl 
ability, h i s learning, h i s pure 
ideals, or even his religious instincts, 
could n o t have m a d e a Daniel without 
D a n i e l ' s courage. H e feared no enemies, I 
shrank from no hardships or unpleasant | 
circumstances. H e absolutely 
refused 
to p e r m i t a n y t h i n g to interfere 
w i t h I 
the carrying out of his plans, and t h e 
perf ormancp of his duty. 


B u t t h i s w a s n o t all t h a t entered in­ 
t o 
Daniel's, life a n d helped t o m a k e 
him .gVeat. 
H e r e i s a n o t h e r 
element 
which w e miay entitle conscience. 


Conscience is t h e chief justice in t h e 
soul of m a n . I t reigns supremely over 
and judges every other faculty. 
Upon 
its walls a r e ever w r i t t e n t h e verdicts, 
" W e l l 
done, 
good a n d faithful 
ser­ 
v a n t , " or, " W e i g h e d in t h e balance 
and found 
w a n t i n g . " 


D a n i e l ' s 
refusal t o c a t t h e k i n g ' s 
meat and drink t h e k i n g ' s wine w a s 
with him a m a t t e r of conscience. A n d 
when his conscience said to him, " Y o u 
ought n o t , " there was not in t h e Chnl- 
dean 
dynasty 
enough 
glory t o bribe 
him, nor enough power t o force him to 
disobsy h i s conscience. 


I t becomes every one of us t o cher­ 
i s h a n d guard 
most 
faithfully 
this 
moral monitor of t h e soul. 


Your happiness, your peace of mind 
and j o y in life a r e going to depend on 
your loyalty to this chief magistrate of 
t h e soul. 


K e e p a good conscience nnd remem­ 
b e r 
Daniel's example for doing 
this. 
W h a t w a s this young m a n ' s 
purpose? 
" T h a t h e would n o t defile 
h i m s e l f . " 
T h a t ho would keep his life clean. 


I have one thing more to note about 
this Hebrew youth. I t is b y f a r t h e 
most important of all. Back and ub/>ve 
everything that appears on t h e service 
in Daniel's career w a s his loyalty to 
the true God. In the midst of an idola­ 
trous age and people, when t h e tempta­ 
tion naturally was to follow t h e multi­ 
tude, to do evil, he heroically remained 
true to t h e only living und true God. 
He 
recognized the first obligation of 
his life was to J e h o v a h . 
There is no 
finer picture of loyulty to God, a n d real 
i n t e g r i t y of character, than t h a t 
por­ 
trayed of Daniel, when his envious sub­ 
ordinates, played 
upon t h e vanity of 
K i n g Darius, a n d secured his signature 
to an unalterable derec, t h a t no one 
should offer a n y petition t o a n y k i n g 
or god, save to K i n g Darius for t h i r t y 
days, under penalty of being 
thrown 
into t h e lion's den. T h e instigators of 
this decree h a d b u t one motive, to en­ 
t r a p Daniel—either to discount his re- 
rilious professions, or t o destroy his life 
and havo h i m out of their way. B u t 
Daniel was unintimidated. H e chose to 
obey God r a t h e r than 
fear man. H o 
went into h i s houso, kneeled upon his 
knees three times a d a y ami prayed 
and gave t h a n k s before his God, as w a s 
his custom. 


This is t h e deepest glimpse yet into 
the life of Daniel. 
Daniel knew h o w 
to pray. 
Here, after all, is t h e heud 
fountain of his power and success 


and especially of you tonight, I want 
to say, every one of you need, in t h e 
battle of life, if you would win, just 
whnt Daniel h a d : y o u must know God. 
and you must know h o w to secure di­ 
vine power through prayer. T am bold 
t o ' s a y , you have a tremendous amount 
of vnin conceit if you think you can 
achieve true 
success 
simply by j o u r 
own cleverness—if you think ynu can 
build a life that is worth while by your 
own genius, utterly ignoring the God 
who has at his disposal all the reser­ 
voirs of power and blessing. 


Ex-»Senaror Albert ,1. Beveridge of 
Indiana, one of the finoKt 
artists of 
lifo that has ever been in public life, 
has said: 


" A s a mere m a t t e r of practical suc­ 
cess in life, as a mere method o f mak­ 
ing the most out of himself, I would 
rather have a son. brother, or friend 
become a thoroughgoing Christian than 
to have a n y other single good 
fortune 
come to h i m . " " I d o not m e a n , " he 
goes on to say. " t h a t n man shall be 
religious with h i s intellect only. I t is 
not enough he shall be n Christian in 
his mind alone. Got your 
Christianity 
into your b l o o d . ' ' 


Xor shall I forget the words of our 
lamented MeKinley, spoken to a com­ 
pany of college students of which T w a s 
fortunate 
enough to be one, and the im­ 
pression he made upon us, when he said: 
" T h o 
Christian character is t h e best 
character. > 
To one needs to npologize 
for being a C h r i s t i a n . " 


I would like t o add that it is a his­ 
torical fact, t h a t the vast majority of 
the really great souls of earth since t h e 
beginning of the Christian 
era—those 
souls which we hold up as models to 
the 
youth of t h e world, a n d whose 
names we speak with reverence, have 
been 
friends of t h e Christian 
faith. 
Yea, almost all h a v e been earnest 
fol­ 
lowers of that Matchless M a n of Gnli- 
lee. The real product, of t h e Christian 
religion is not weaklings and effemin­ 
ates, but giants, heroes, masters in mind 
and 
heart.

w i t h t h e Christ, you a r e linking u p 
with t h e mightiest 
personality in nil 
the world and in all history, H e w a s 
the finest Artist of life t h a t ever lived. 
And a s you join your h a n d s nnd h e a r t s 
to t h e forces already moving f o r t h e 
m a k i n g of this world a n d our country 
a happier and nobler place in which to 
live, mny you crown him K i n g of your 
lives.
